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ADMINISTRATIVE AND SUPERVISORY RESEARCH SECTION 


UPERINTENDENTS and principals have come recognition the fact 
that guess work the administration their school systems must 
eliminated and that this can done only systematic study each 

problem that presents itself. There limit the number such problems, 
although many superintendents are associating only one, the classification 
pupils, with scientific research today. 

the administrative and supervisory research section, three main topics 
will considered: school buildings including building programs, classification, 
and school revenues. Buildings and building programs are attracting wide- 
spread attention now that building has again become possible. architect who 
has been making thorough study school house construction will discuss 
sites, costs, and types construction for various school units, while superin- 
tendents will outline programs for securing buildings. 

Classification pupils the school has been put much more scientific 
basis than formerly and recognized problem every superintendent. 
Among those who will discuss this subject will Supt. Skinner, 
Marietta, whose pioneer work this state has attracted widespread attention. 

School revenues topic more than passing interest every individual. 
especially vital and puzzling the school officials who have been embar- 
rassed recently shortage funds. Among those who will discuss this subject 
will Mr. John Cassidy, the State Tax Commission. will deal with 
the sources school money, with bonding, and with allied topics. Probably 
one has made more careful investigation these subjects than Mr. Cassidy. 
Others will discuss methods distributing funds. 

Supt. Stanton, Alliance, has consented preside over the meeting 
and each speaker being limited definite time, that all topics announced 
the official program may discussed.

Teachers then, our opinion, 
should give the tests. That they can 
so, properly prepared, has been 
abundantly proved, this

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point that the first opportunity 
offered for the teacher exhibit the 
extent which she has caught the 
scientific spirit. The detached, im- 
personal manner, which the teacher 
presents the test the pupils fair 
indication her attitude. 

But much depends upon the super- 
intendent the director the testing 
program. must see that the 
test materials reach their proper 
destination time. should see 
that given test administered 
the same day and hour all 
schools. will his duty see 
that all school projects are suspended 
order that the testing program may 
have clear track. the tests are 
worth administering, they are worth 
giving the right way. 

The director should also arrange for 
the teachers score the papers and 
report the results specified 
date. Observe that have said that the 
teacher should score the papers. 
believe this for the same reason that 
believe that the teacher should give 
the tests, namely, because the school 
gains vastly more from the tests 
virtue the ideas the teacher thus 
obtains than does from the superior 
accuracy which outside testing and 
scoring secures. 

opinion, that the director 
requiring that reports transmitted 


early date should allow the 


teachers reasonable amount time 
from school hours which score 
the papers, and make the report. The 
tests are being given because 
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thought that the children are being 
benefited. interrupt our teaching 
visitor speak. could make quite 
good argument for break the 
classroom order that the teacher 
may without distraction, overwork, 
sense being imposed upon, 
the necessary clerical work connect- 
ion with the testing program. More- 
over, teachers are given the time 
for doing the work, they can required 
have done early specified 
date. 

the time giving the tests 
each building should have advisor 
who should detached from the 
actual giving the tests, and should 
the halls within quick sum- 
mons, unforseen questions emer- 
gencies arise. During the rating 
the papers and the making the 
tabulations, the advisors should like- 
wise available, being freed from 
handling papers 
ilarly, the director someone repre- 
senting him, should the central 
office, available telephone, 
answer questions which the advisors 
the school buildings may wish 
ask. 

Teachers should forward the cen- 
tral office both the papers they have 
scored and the tabulations. Here 
enough checking the papers should 
made satisfy the central office 
that substantial accuracy has been 
secured. examination one- 
fourth teacher’s papers selected 
random, reveals materials errors, 
reasonable accept her work. 
there has been bias gross careless- 
ness, this sampling the papers will 


reveal it. If; however, teacher’s 
work found questionable, 
she should required rerate 
the papers and make new tabula- 
tion. This work she should her 
own time. second date should 
specified when the rerated papers and 
the tabulations should turned 
in. 
Finally, will the duty the 
central office make the master tab- 
ulations which the purposes the 
testing program require. def- 
inite planning and sufficient clerical 
help will save both time and money. 
not let the data grow cold, and 
the inspiration ooze out everyone’s 
finger tips while the central office 
shifts its ground, changes its plans, 
and tries make one two over- 
tabulating along with their regular 
duties. 

cannot too strongly insist that the 
central office should return the 
teachers promptly possible, the 
pupils’ answer papers. the work 
the central office properly planned, 
these papers can released long 
before all the tabulating and inter- 
preting has been completed. 

the follow-up which essen- 
tial the teachers will need the pupils’ 
papers. They will also need, and they 
should have, soon well planned 
office procedure permits, which 
will indicate the extent which the 
pupils each class have exceeded 
fallen short certain ages and the 
norms each test. 

These various steps which have 
outlined bring the testing program toa

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ACHIEVEMENT AGE HIGH 
SCHOOL PUPILS 


Mr. Lott, the East Tech- 
nical High School Cleveland, has 
raised interesting question con- 
nection with the relating achieve- 
ment intelligence the high school. 

This problem appears the 
high school rendered difficult 
the absence sequential subjects and 
the relatively limited use standard- 
ized tests. the elementary school, 
for example, may obtain the 
achievement pupils reading 
arithmetic, transmute the scores into 
achievement ages and divide the 
mental age obtain achievement 
quotient. much this quotient 
exceeds falls short one, the pupil 
doing better worse than his men- 
tality would lead expect. Obvi- 
ously, just useful know 
whether the high school doing well 
with its pupil material know 
this fact concerning the elementary 
school. 

the high school, however, the 
procedure mentioned above cannot 
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followed. The age, either mental 
achievement, scarcely derivable. 
Under these circumstances the prob- 
lem find some common 
which achievement and mentality 
may expressed. propose the 
rank which the pupil holds with re- 
spect to.mentality and achievement. 
The method would follows: 
(1) Obtain the average standing 
each pupil percents terms 
whatever rating the school employs. 
This figure will the mean the 
usual school ratings. (2) Arrange 
these percents rank order for the 
group pupils concerned. (3) Use 
group intelligence scale (e. g., Ter- 
man’s Otis’, published the World 
Book Company, the Intel- 
ligence Scale published the Public 
School Publishing Company). Obtain 
the mental ages pupils expressed 
months—i. e., years, months, 
equals 172. (4) Give each child 
achievement age corresponding 
rank the rank the child his 
average percent school subjects. 
For example, suppose that pupil has 
mental age 185 months. Suppose 
further that has average per 
cent his school subjects 87, and 
that this gives him rank fifth 
the group. Find the mental age 
which fifth order size the 
group children. Suppose this men- 
tal age 194. this 194 
opposite the child’s name 
achievement age. (5) Divide the 
achievement age thus obtained the 
mental age—in the illustration con- 
sidered, divide 194 185.
